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texture of baby food; some people 
feel that is what comfort food is all 
about.” 

The sure-fire sales of creamy 
desserts in upscale restaurants can 
be tracked to the creme brulee 
craze that began more than a 
decade ago. While the dish is noth- 
ing more than a custard with a 
fancy name, diners loved cracking 
the glazed sugar crust to tap into 
the lovely cold cream beneath. 

Now all kinds of puddinglike 
desserts are firmly fashionable in 
restaurants across the country. 
Caramel pot de creme is served in 
the tiny white china pots that give 
the dessert its name at Bacchana- 
lia restaurant in Atlanta. Panna cotta 
(or “cooked cream”) was revived 
with a spin, such as the saffron 
panna cotta with poached quince 
at New York's Babbo restaurant or 
buttermilk panna cotta with huck- 
leberry soup and lemon granita at 
Auberge du Soleil in Rutherford, 
Calif. 

Pudding cakes got into the act, 
as with the vanilla buttermilk pud- 
ding cake offered by pastry chef 
Nancy Silver of MOD in Chicago's 
Wicker Park. And one of the notable 
desserts at Craft restaurant in New 
York is a steamed lemon pudding 
cake, oozing a warm, tart custard. 

But they are worth exploring in 
the home kitchen too. From-scratch 
puddings are every bit as reward- 
ing as homemade cakes, cookies 
and other sweets. 

Put away those store-bought 
mixes and prepared pudding cups 
and try your hand at the following 
recipes. You'll bring real comfort — 
whatever the season or the reason 
— to those you love best. And that 
includes yourself. 


CHOCOLATE PUDDING 
2 cups whipping cream 
1 cup half-and-half 
°¥% cup sugar 
Ye teaspoon vanilla extract 
5 ounces semisweet chocolate, 
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it it, there’s just no taste that can match homemade pudding

1. Heat oven to 300 degrees.

Cover with plas- 
tic or foil, refrigerate 4 hours or 
overnight.

Cooking time: 1 hour, 40 minutes. 
Chilling time: 4 hours. Yield: 8 serv- 
ings 

This super-rich, deeply choco- 
late-flavored pudding is a favorite at 
Petterino’s restaurant in Chicago.

VANILLA PUDDING 

Ye Cup sugar 

3 tablespoons cornstarch 

Ye teaspoon salt

Thought you had a favorite ap- 
ple? 

If you have yet to try the Pink 
Lady, think again. 

The result of an apple-breeding 
program in Western Australia, the 
Pink Lady (“a pink blush over yel- 
low undertones”) is a cross be- 
tween the Golden Delicious and the 
Lady Williams (though to some it 
tastes more like a.cross between 
tart Granny Smith, a crisp Cortland 
and a sweet Mcintosh — almost 
reminiscent of pink lemonade, in 
fact). It has a dense, crisp, compact 
interior that resists browning rather 
well once sliced (at least long 
enough to serve atop a salad or 
alongside a cheese plate). 

We just missed the boat for the 
native ones from the Southern 
Hemisphere, though we expect to 
see some from Washington State 
in coming weeks. 

As with most medium apples, a 
Pink Lady contains approximately 
80 calories and five grams of fiber. 


How to select and store 


Looks can be deceiving. The 
Pink Lady often appears to be less 
than eye-catching as its surface can 
be riddled with slight indentations. 
However, it tends to be quite un- 
blemished beneath. Avoid any 
spots that appear to be large 
bruises. 

The Pink Lady keeps extremely 
well. Store at room temperature or 
refrigerate for a couple of weeks. 
For maximum flavor, allow the ap- 


ple to warm slightly prior to serv- 
ing. 
How to prepare 


Just eat them. 

The simpler the preparation — 
or lack thereof — the better. 

Slice them then serve alongside 
a cheese plate or nestle atop a 
spinach salad (and drizzle with a 
balsamic vinaigrette spiked with 
maple syrup). 

Julienne them and toss with car- 
rots, jicama, lime juice, rice vinegar 
and a pinch of sugar for a crisp, tart 
side to anything Asian-inspired.

Foods made with dairy and 
eggs require gentle handling and 
slow cooking to prevent curdling 
or toughening their proteins. That's 
why recipes often call for teryper- 
ing the egg mixture and cooking 
the final product in a water bath. 

Mixing cool or room-tempera- 
ture eggs into a hot cream base is 
a recipe for curdled eggs. Instead, 
whisk a small amount — from a ta- 
blespoon to a quarter-cup — of the 
hot liquid to the egg yolks first. This 
“tempering” will raise the temper- 
ature of the eggs so that they don't 
have such a shock when you whisk 
them into the rest of the hot liquid. 

Passing the pudding mixture 
through a fine-mesh strainer before 
adding it to molds or serving dishes 
will ensure the smoothest pudding 
by catching any bits of curdled egg, 
but if you are not averse to a few 
lumps, that step can be skipped. 

Baked custards are cooked in 
a water bath, also known as a bain- 
marie, because it moderates the 
oven’s dry heat with steam heat. 

All that is required for a water 
bath is a deep roasting pan. Place 
the pudding cups or mold in the 
pan and pour in enough scalding- 
hot water to come halfway up the 
sides of the molds. Placing a layer 
of paper towel on the bottom of the 
pan will help prevent the molds 
from sliding around. 

Don't attempt to carry a slosh- 
ing pan of boiling water across the 
kitchen to the oven. Instead, slide 
the rack from the heated oven and 
place the dry pan with the molds 
in it on the rack before adding hot 
water, Finish by covering the pan 
with foil (watch your fingers on the 
hot oven rack) then sliding in the 
rack to bake.

“Custard puddings, sauces 
and fillings accompany the seven 
ages of man in sickness and in 
health,” Irma S. Rombauer and 
Marion Rombauer Becker wrote 
in oy of Cooking.” 

The authors were referring to 
the enduring appeal of the soft 
stuff, from babyhood to much 
later years. But pudding-style 
sweets and savories come in so 
many forms that it is possible to 
consume custard almost daily. 

The word pudding deserves 
its own glossary. There is plum 
pudding, the spiced Christmas 
confection of steamed or boiled 
suet, fruits and nuts. There is 
Yorkshire pudding, more accu- 
rately described as a popover- 
style bread that accompanies 
roast beef. The beloved bread 
pudding is a dish of stale bread 
baked in custard, while tapioca 
and rice puddings have a milky 
base but don’t resemble the 
smooth puddings we know from 
the nursery. The British use “pud- 
ding" to describe desserts in gen- 
eral. 

For most purposes, an Amer- 
ican dessert pudding is a soft, 
smooth and creamy dish, made 
with milk and stabilized with corn- 
starch or possibly gelatin. 

Beyond pudding, what are the 
differences among its relatives, 
custard and creme brulee or 
panna cotta and pastry cream? 
The distinctions can be subtle: 

Bavarian cream or bavarois: 
A cold dessert made of custard, 
whipped cream, gelatin and fla- 
vorings. 

Blancmange: Of French ori- 
gin, a dessert made from ground 
almonds, milk and gelatin. Now 
it is more commonly prepared 
with cornstarch. 

Creme caramel or flan: The 
French and Spanish names for a 
custard baked in a mold first 
coated with caramel. The finished 


dish is turned upside down anq 
released from the mold, leavin 
a custard topped with a coating 
of liquid caramel. 

Creme brulee: The translation 
of “burnt cream” is misleading, 
as this baked, chilled custard js 
not actually burned. Sugar js

broiled or flamed with —a torch 
that melts the sugar. Then it hard- 
ens into a crust. 

Curd: A thick, egg- and sugar- 
based filling or spread, some- 
times thickened with butter and 
usually flavored with lemon.

There also 
are “stirred” custards, which are 
cooked on the stovetop,

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- A typical crab-feed menu in- 
cludes salad, garlic bread, pasta 
perhaps, and the crab — cold 
and/or in cioppino — all served fam- 
ily-style. Dessert might be a piece 
of cake or a Dixie cup of ice cream. 
Beverage policies range from wine 
by the glass to BYOB to no alcohol 
at all. 

The feasts generally are pre- 
pared and served by volunteers. 
The Cloverdale Knights of Colum- 
bus, whose 48th annual cioppino 
feed is Jan. 19, donates funds to 
various high school groups whose 
members help with the feed. All pro- 
ceeds from the event go back into 
the community, including the Boys 
and Girls Clubs, says trustee Bob 
Leonard. 

For the Cloverdale feed, cooks 
have passed down a “cioppino 
bible” — a huge, thick book that is 
conscientiously updated each year. 
The cioppino recipe hasn't changed 
much since the first feed 48 years 
ago, but the ticket price has: $1.50 
then, $30 now. 

As procurement chairman for the 
last seven years, Leonard buys the 
crab. He orders about 2.3 pounds 
per person; this year, like last year, 
he expects a crowd of more than 
900 revelers. That's literally a ton of 
crab, which should cost about 
$8,000 at this year’s estimated price 
of around $4 per pound, according 
to Chris Lam, president of Joe Pucci 
& Sons Seafood in Oakland. 

Crab suppliers prefer filling crab 
feed orders with locally caught Dun- 
geness. "We have the sweetest and 
best here,” says Nunzio Alioto, pres- 
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ident of F. Alioto Fish Co. in San 
Francisco, 

Nonetheless, they are accus- 
tomed to finding other sources if 
foul weather limits the local supply, 
says Steve Pucci of Joe Pucci & 
Sons Seafood in Oakland. 

Pucci’s crews deliver thousands 
of pounds of crab cooked, cleaned 
and cracked, “In 10 minutes they 
can crack 500 pounds,” he says. 

He trains them not to smash the 
crabs, so the shells will separate 
easily from the meat. 

“That's why it's called ‘cracking.’ 
| tell them to remember that they're 
selling next year’s crab feed with 
this year's crab.” 

Perhaps the most ambitious of 
the grand-scale crab cioppino feeds 
is run by the Bodega Bay Grange, 
a rural fraternal organization. On 
Jan. 20, they will offer four seatings. 
Up to 200 people are expected to 
attend each 90-minute session. The 
tables are loaded with both hot 
cioppino and cold marinated crab. 
Between seatings, the volunteers 
magically clean up and reset the ta- 
bles. Meanwhile, the next group of 
diners gathers outside, often start- 
ing on the beer and wine they’ve 
brought to drink with the crab. 

Glenice Carpenter, a longtime 
volunteer cook and organizer, re- 
calls the years when there weren't 
timed seatings, so people lingered 
at their tables while the line outside 
grew longer and rowdier. 

“They drank all the wine they 
brought,” Carpenter says. “By the 
time they got in, they were down- 
right drunk.”

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These days the crowd is still rau- 
cous, but the precision choreogra- 
phy means that more people can

Carpenter and the other volun- 
teers buy the lettuce for the salads 
on Friday and store it in coolers in 
the market across the street. To 
keep the crates of crab from spoil- 
ing, they borrow a refrigerated truck 
and park it outside the kitchen door. 
On Saturday, they prep whatever 
they can, including browning all the 
onions for the cioppino sauce, 
which they start cooking on Sun- 
day at 6 a.m. Soon they have six 
30-gallon stockpots simmering, and 
the cold crab soaking in its vine- 
gary marinade. 

Proceeds from the day are used 
for maintenance and utilities of the 
Grange Hall, which is open for com- 
munity events, and for a college 
scholarship awarded yearly to a 
Tomales High School senior.

live music and dancing. Both fea- 
ture auctions and raffles with sports

One of the newer events is the 
Bay Area Crisis Nursery Crab Feed 
in Concord on Jan. 19. This year's 
theme is Mexico, which means that 
margaritas will supplement the wine 
and beer offerings, a Mexican spe- 
cialty will be served for dessert and 
a Mexican holiday trip will be raf- 
fled off. 

Dozens of Bay Area Catholic

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Caps replace cork on Sonoma-Cutrer’s finest

FULTON, Calif. — Twisting a 
metal screw cap off an $80 bottle 
of fine chardonnay may seem a bit, 
well, screwy to wine snobs accus- 
tomed to pulling a cork. 

But it makes perfect sense to 
Terry Adams, wine maker at 
Sonoma-Cutrer Vineyards in the 
gentle hills west of Fulton, along 
with a growing number of Adams’ 
fellow vintners around the world. 

It turns out that the humble 
screw cap, used to seal everything 
from bottled soft drinks to liquor, 
protects wine over time even bet- 
ter than cork, said Adams, who has 
conducted extensive tests on dif- 
ferent types of stoppers over the 
past eight years. 


“If | was going to take some 
wine home and put it in my cellar, 
| would take the bottles with the 
screw caps,” Adams said. 

In a bold statement that is sure 
to raise eyebrows in wine circles, 
Adams has placed screw caps on 
his flagship wine, the 1999 
Founders Reserve Chardonnay, 
which will sell for about $80 a bot- 
tle when it is released next fall. 

Sonoma-Cutrer, one of Sonoma 
County's most prestigious wineries, 
joins a lengthening list of high-end 
wineries that are tired of problems 
with tainted corks and are looking 
for alternatives. 

In Napa, PlumpJack Winery 
started placing screw caps last year 
on its reserve cabernet sauvignon, 
which sells for $145 a bottle. And 


large numbers of premium winer- 
ies in New Zealand and Australia 
are also abandoning corks and re- 
placing them with screw caps. 

Corks, primarily harvested from 
the bark of trees in Portugal and 
Spain, have been used for hun- 
dreds of years to seal bottles of 
wine. But wine makers are growing 
disillusioned with natural corks, be- 
cause of continuing problems with 
TCA, short for 2,4,6-trichloro anisole. 
The moldy-smelling chemical may 
grow naturally in cork trees or con- 
taminate the bark during process- 
ing, when the wood is washed with 
chlorine or other chemicals, Adams 
said. 

A cork tainted with TCA imparts 
a moldy smell and taste. The result: 
a wine that tastes like a “musty,

“Not many businesses could 
survive if they lost 10 to 12 percent 
of their product, Conover said. “But 
we are in a traditional industry. 
Change comes slowly.” 

Vintners are concerned the TCA 
problem could ruin their carefully 
crafted image and drive casual cus- 
tomers away from their brands. In 
a market increasingly crowded with 
ample selections and competitive 
prices, a consumer who chances 
upon a bottle tainted with TCA may 
not give a winery a second chance. 

While screw caps eliminate the 
risk of TCA, they also create a dif- 
ferent image problem for a high- 
end winery like Sonoma-Cutrer: 
While screw caps are used on pre- 
mium wines in other parts of the 
world, most Americans have seen 
the metal tops only on jug wines or 
cheap, fortified wines in this coun- 
try. 

“The majority of consumers still

However, vegetables are impor- 
tant, said Jeralyn Fallaw, a home 
economist with the Lexington 
County Clemson Extension Service 

“They're often one of the first 
things to go, especially this time of 
year when everyone is sick of 
sweets,” she said 

Instead of the same old tray of 
carrots, cherry tomatoes and cel- 
ery with ranch dressing, prepare the 
unexpected such as a Cumin Car- 
rot Salad. Or try a pasta salad 
packed with colorful vegetables. 
Layered Mediterranean Pasta Salad 
has the added advantage of its fes- 
tive red and green layers alternated 
with bowtie pasta. 

But while you want to be cre- 
ative, “this may not be the time to 
show off your gourmet skills,” said 
Alisa Mosley, a career advice colum- 
nist. “Try to prepare a dish that 
everyone will like.” 

Even if you're cooking impaired, 
you don't have to fall back on a pre- 
dictable veggie tray. 

“There are great delis at practi- 
cally every grocery store now,” 
Mosley said. 

These delis offer everything from 
sushi to olive salad; don't auto- 
matically buy the standby.

“It's the season of fond memo- 
ries, gift giving and hosting parties 
, Not a time for taking chances with 
our health with unsafe food,” Fallaw 
said. “You can't take food into work 
in the morning and let it sit out ‘til 
lunch.” Silently and without the 
slightest warning, uninvited bacte- 
ria may start to grow. 

One of the most important things 
to remember is to keep hot foods 
hot and cold foods cold, Fallaw 
said. Cooked food held for more 
than two hours without refrigeration 
or a heat source is the ideal envi- 
ronment for bacteria to grow and 
multiply. 

If food will not be eaten within 
the two-hour safety zone, keep it at 
the proper temperature. 

The day before the party, clean 
out the office refrigerator, so you'll 
have the extra space you need. In- 
sulated coolers with ice or cold 
packs can keep salads and meats 
cold for a few hours. 

Use a slow cooker at low setting 
to keep food hot. Or refrigerate it 
and reheat just before the party. 

On the buffet table, use sterno 
or a slow cooker to keep food 
warm. 

Set potato salad or other cold 
foods in a large pan of crushed ice.

Suggest that those contributing 
to the party plan to serve their food 
in attractive containers. Not only will 
it make the table look prettier, but

i, Helena. “Unfortunately, 
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952 bottles of its Founders Reserve 
Chardonnay, made from the five 
best barrels of the 1999 vintage. 

Like Sonoma-Cutrer, PlumpJack 
selected its best wine — the caber- 
net sauvignon reserve — to bottle 
with screw caps. 

PlumpJack has not experienced 
any adverse reaction from its con- 
sumers, who tend to be familiar with 
the problems of cork taint, Conover 
said. The winery offers its reserve 
cabernet sauvignon in a twin-pack 
— one bottle with cork, the other 
with a screw cap. The packaging is 
designed to let consumers compare 
the two bottling techniques and de- 
termine which works better. 

“Maybe one out of 10 people will 
say it is a horrendous idea,” 
Conover said. 

“Our customers tend to be well- 
educated consumers. They under- 
stand why a screw cap is better — 
because it eliminates the cork taint.” 

Still, while many wine makers 
privately tout the advantages of 
screw caps, most agree it will take 
a large, prominent and prestigious 
winery to change consumers’ per- 
ceptions of the twist-off caps. 

“Maybe it will be Sonoma- 
Cutrer,” Hock said.

Mind your manners 


Provide enough serving and eat- 
ing utensils. Have extras in case 
someone drops them on the floor. 
This should minimize double-dip- 
ping and prevent hand contact with 
the food. 

Eat in moderation. It is better to 
go back for seconds than to put the 
entire buffet table on your plate.

Keep your comments — unless 
they're good — to yourself, Mosley 
advised.

When it comes to “take them for 
granted” vegetables, squash—es- 
pecially winter squash—takes the 
cake.

Their names—acorn, butternut, 
Hubbard and turban are the most 
common in our markets—reflect dif- 
ferent shapes, not botanical differ- 
ences. (Delicata and kabocha also 
are often available.)

DaimlerChrysler Gem: On the other 
end of the scale is the GEM, a “neighbor- 
hood" electric car that's in essence a golf 
cart with head, stop and tail lights, a wind- 
shield with a wiper, seat belts and a top 
speed of 25 mph. 

A DaimlerChrysler public relations per- 
son told me about it a year ago and that 
she drives one to work every day that it 
doesn't rain, the excuse there being that it 
has no doors. 

I've been patiently waiting for an offer to 


try one and after seeing a couple of them 
driving around nearby Berkeley, my enthu- 
siasm has increased, But I'm still waiting. 

Any new Ferrari: 550 Maranello; 550

New Grand Cherokee stil king of Jeep line

Brendan: In the months that we've been 
evaluating cars and trucks, we've never got- 
ten behind the wheel of any kind of Jeep. 

The name has been around for a very 
long time and one story says it originally 
meant a General Purpose (GP) military four- 
seater that was the most basic transporta- 
tion possible. Now it’s a brand-name that’s 
attached to some very classy off-roaders. 

The Jeep Grand Cherokee is the king 
of the line and our Overland model is the 
top version. It's pretty fancy and doesn’t 
have to take a back seat to any of the cur- 
rent crop of sport-utility vehicles. 

And typical of today's trend towards buy- 
ing an off-roader SUV and then not driving 
over anything more challenging than a 
speed bump, the Grand Cherokee can be 
had with either two- or four-wheel drive. 

It's pretty archaic mechanically, with a 
front suspension that is a solid axle carried 
on coil springs. The same can be said of 
the solid rear axle. 

But if the drive axles are vintage, the 
four-wheel drive systems a Grand Chero- 
kee buyer can chose from are very so- 
phisticated. 

Our test rig was equipped with what 
Jeep calls Quadra Drive, a full-time system 
that can transfer torque to the front or back 
axles as needed. It also carried variable 
locking axles for even better off-road grip. 

Depending on what system the buyer 
goes for, the mode is selectable by the dri- 
ver. It’s almost as tough to choose a drive 
system on a Grand Cherokee as it is to se- 
lect its color. 

Mikele: There are a couple of engine 
choices, which makes picking the right 
combination even more difficult. 

Jeep did away with its little four-cylinder 
engine in the Cherokee a couple of years 
ago and now the standard engine is an in- 
line six that your Dad tells me can trace its 
roots back at least two or three decades. 

He says it’s ancient technology, too, be- 
ing all-iron and operating two-valves per 
cylinder via pushrods. However, it has been 
Certified as ultra-clean in the five states that 
have this as an official classification. 

Its 4.0 liters put out 190 horses and 225 
pound/feet of torque, which makes it ca- 
pable of towing 5,000 pounds, 

Brendan: But the engine of choice for 
the person who's going to do some seri- 
ous towing will be the new V-8 that is the 
optional powerplant for the Grand Chero- 
kee, 

It was an all-new design a couple of 
years ago and this year the power output 
has been bumped up to 260 horses and 
the torque is even more impressive at 330. 

An overhead cam on each head is

chain-driven, which | personally prefer over 
belt-drive, and the heads are aluminum. 
With that high torque, the Grand Cherokee 
V-8 works easier doing family towing 
chores. 

Our tester came as the new Overland 
model with an optional off-road package 
that includes tougher all-terrain tires, a full- 
sized spare tire and matching alloy wheel, 
a skid plate set and a couple of tow hooks 
up front. 

When it’s set up for towing, it can drag 
an amazing 6,500 pounds. 

Mikele: Serious boaters will like that, al- 
though the only time | want to spend on 
the water is a family-weekend on my un- 
cle’s houseboat. 

The profile of the Grand Cherokee Over- 
land is anything but aerodynamic with a 
drag coefficient of .45, but the interior is 
pretty comfortable and our Overland had 
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ton Martin a few years ago, we'd get the 
latest version for an extended road test.

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Camaro Z28 SS Convertible: 
speed is name of the game

Bob: Although my first love was the tra- 
ditional two-seater sports car, I've always 
had a soft spot for the original American 
Pony Car concept. Regardless of the maker, 
it was almost always a compact coupe with 
a powerful mid-sized V-8 engine. 

There was very tight seating in back for 
two occasional passengers, and it lead 
youthful buyers away from the big domestic 
school of design. 

Lots of Pony Cars marques have dis- 
appeared since the genre burst on the 
scene in ‘64, but there’s been a few that 
have hung on to the theme. The Chevy Ca- 
maro was a little late in getting it together 
but when it showed up in ‘67, it was an in- 
stant hit. 

Matt: The newest Camaros still adhere 
to that formula, Dad. 

We wrung out the standard Camaro 
Coupe not too long ago and as | remem- 
ber, we agreed that with the V-6 engine and 
an automatic transmission, it was the most 
reasonable and practical Camaro of the 
lineup. It could get up and go with all but 
the fastest cars on the road and still trek 
along in commuter traffic. 

But it's a very different Camaro that we 
get to evaluate this week. A bright red Ca- 
maro convertible is bound to attract a lot 
of attention in any crowd, but when it’s ac- 
companied by the deep-throat rumble of 
the 346 cubic-inch Corvette-derived engine, 
only an automotive spoil-sport like Ralph 
Nader could resist an adrenalin rush. 

It rolls along on five-spoke alloy wheels 
that carry low-profile 17-inch tires, and al- 
though the engine is a vintage-design V-8 
with two valves per cylinder operated by 
pushrods, it’s all-aluminum and very pow- 
erful. 

Even without exotic variable valve tim- 
ing and other high-tech trappings, it puts 
out 325 horses and 350 pound-feet of 
torque at 4,000 rpm, and a great deal of 
that torque is delivered to the ground at 
just above idle — only 1,400 rpm. 

These numbers are slightly higher than 
the standard Z28 engine since our car 
came with the “SS” performance package 
that adds around 15 horses by virtue of 
some tricks performed on a ram-air induc- 
tion system and a slightly more open ex- 
haust system. 

Bob: Although there's a four-speed au- 
tomatic available for our Z28 version, our 
transmission of choice is the six-speed 
manual gearbox. 

It's really kind of pointless to have this 
many ratios attached to an engine that 
would perform very well with a four-speed 
but the extra cogs add bragging rights to 
a vehicle that needs very little in the way 
of performance enhancements. 

As it is, our tester can knock off the quar- 
ter-mile in just over 15 seconds and be do- 
ing 107 mph when it goes through the 
traps. 

Top speed is given at 160, but I'd have 
to be sitting in the passenger's seat when 
it was demonstrated before I'd believe it. 

Matt: The chassis is getting pretty dated 
after all these years. The front suspension 
uses double A-arms and coil springs — the 
same parameters as the original ‘67 ver- 
sion, and the solid rear axle is a Salsbury- 
type also carried on coil springs. 

It has anti-sway bars at both ends and 
to keep things from getting totally out of 
hand in everyday traffic, the SS has an ac- 
celeration slip regulation system that avoids 
unexpected tire burn-outs when the stop 
light turns green. The system has a man- 
ual override when the driver wants to get 
serious, though.

They don't do that kind of work so | 
checked with the Honda dealer to see how 
much it would cost. They gave me a price 
that was so high | was sure that they were 
trying to sell me a new car. 

ls it really necessary to change this belt? 
| never had to do it on other cars I've owned.

Your Honda has what's called an “in- 
terference” cylinder head which means 

that if that fiber timing belt breaks, the valves 
stop working and they hit the still-moving 
pistons, breaking or bending both of them. 


With that much mileage, your Honda is 
long overdue for a new belt and while you're 
at it, have the water pump, hoses, fan belts 
and crankshaft oil seals replaced. 

If you don’t like the prices given to you 
by the Honda dealer, try an independent 
Honda repair shop. 

You may get a better price there. But get 

it done soon or you may wind up with a re- 
pair bill that’s much higher than the worth 
of the car.

So not only can 
fans enjoy a high, walkway view 
of the game, but users of the 
rooms may take breaks from 
their headlocks and Nautiluses 
to enjoy some hoops.

The song’s title/refrain is 
most appropriate, too, as peo- 
ple involved in winter soccer — 
be they parents, coaches, play- 
ers or officials — must develop 
Gibraltar-like mentalities, able 
to withstand all the abuse 
heaped on them and their 
beloved sport while faithfully 
lending it all their effort and 
support. 

Such dedication is com- 
mendable. But these folks de- 
serve better. 

Well, enough is enough. 
Heading my Christmas wish 
list for the umpteenth year — 
and surely, that of many others 
— is the end of winter high 
school soccer, a concept that 
deserves, to use international 
soccer lingo, relegation to the 
annals of sporting history. 

Face it, folks. Winter soccer 
just doesn’t work. High school 
fields aren’t made to stand up 
to the abuse. And sloppy fields 
detract from the sport. 

Moreover, inclement 
weather leads to postpone- 
ments and cancellations, a lo- 
gistical nightmare for all in- 
volved. And when the 
cancellations start to mount in 
a winter deluge, as they did in 
a particularly wet winter a few 
years ago, the season becomes 
fragmented and the North 
Coast Section playoffs lose 
most of their starch. What good 
are championships when a 
huge chunk of the season gets 
washed down the storm drain? 

From nonsporting minds 
come nonsporting answers.

Between the Lines 


Play on artificial turf, you 
say. Well, that gets slick, too. 
And the ball travels faster on 
AstroTurf, especially, giving the 
game an unnatural look. Be- 
sides, AstroTurf soccer is an in- 
jury just waiting to happen. 
Just ask the boys of Bishop 
O'Dowd High School about last 
year’s Winter Soccer Classic — 
especially the guys who turned 
their ankles on Monsanto’s 
magic carpet at James Logan 
High. 

Winter soccer has other 
shortcomings, too, especially 
early in the season when 
matches end at sunset. Most 
fields aren't lighted, and — let’s 
face it — human vision isn't 
equipped to play, coach or offi- 
ciate in darkness. 

Historically, most proposals 
to eliminate winter soccer — in 
spite of the headaches it causes 
— get shot down. The pat an- 
swer is lack of field space. But 
every other sport gets accom- 
modated, why not soccer? 

Right here in the good ol’ 
USofA, soccer has grown im- 
mensely in the past 10 to 15 
years. The U.S. national 
women’s team has won two 
World Cups with a second- 
place finish in between. It also 
has won gold and silver medals 
in the past two Summer 
Olympics. As for the men, 
some — including many in 
other countries — predict the 
United States will someday win 
the World Cup. 

Surely, this country has the 
$$$$$ to both develop the sport 
and build the national team 
programs, The infrastructure 
for this already is in place. And 
granted, the seeds of soccer are 
planted — and the sport takes 
root — at the club levels, But 
does that mean that the high 
schools, literally and figura- 
tively, must be left out in the 
cold? 


Like it or not, all high 
school sports are very political. 
And in spite of Title IX, in- 
creasing diversity, the broaden- 
ing of interscholastic sports 
programs, and a generally 
more enlightened population 
than a generation ago, the ma- 
jor sports, such as football, still 
get the biggest slices of the pie 
while others scramble for the 
crumbs. When it comes to soc- 
cer, moreover, there are many 
nonbelievers, people living in 
the sporting Dark Ages who 
won't have anything to do with 
the sport. 

OK, people have a right not 
to be soccer fans. But does that 
mean that soccer folks have to 
be treated as pariahs? 

Soccer, in spite of its 
growth, is still the Rodney Dan- 
gerfield of sports in this coun- 
try. It gets no respect. It’s an 
easy diss. 

At the high school level, soc- 
cer gets treated as a sport that 
spoils everyone else’s fun. 
Some leagues play in fall, oth- 
ers in winter, and some others 
in spring. Soccer is an after- 
thought, at best; a major pain 
for prep sports poohbahs, at 
worst. 

Journalistically, it’s hard to 
compare and contrast teams 
that play in different parts of 
the year. And when the teams 
play under different weather 
and field conditions, it becomes 
the equivalent of comparing 
and contrasting apples and or- 
anges. 

No other sport does this. 
Why soccer? 

Winter soccer, specifically, is 
a sporting Gilligan’s Island, 
people cast adrift and stranded 
by the political winds of prep 
sports — the S.S. Minnow pun- 
ished for going against the 
wave of the ruling class. 

Perhaps winter soccer 
works in places like Arizona, 
Hawaii or Cabo San Lucas. But 
it’s a bit tough to schedule 
games in those places. 

Surely, many of us have 
seen professional matches in 
foreign countries played in 
poor weather conditions, Of 
course, those matches take

A pleasure to have served 


HEREVER I find myself 
in the days to come, I will 
have fond memories of 


my days with the Alameda Journal 
and the Hills Newspaper Group, 
memories that will stand alone and 
bring a smile to my face. 

I first came to the building 
where the Journal now has its 
newsroom over 13 years ago, to 
write a local golf column, Those 
first years were something of a 
dream. But I was to learn that the 
local column had my heart. 

Little did I know that a big East 
Bay outfit would buy our local pa- 
per, and my column would be ex- 
panded to include a number of East 
Bay papers. Then the outfit bought 
the Oakland Tribune, and I became 
a golf writer on the PGA Tour. 

They say that if you find your 
calling, doors will open. This was a 
bit much. 

It was good to get back out on 
tour after more than a decade of 
absence. Then again, when I 
played the tour in the 1970s, it was 
on Mondays. I re-emerged as a 
writer, and the first old friend I ran 
into was Gary McCord. 

“A writer!” he said, “Good deci- 
sion! Best decision you ever made!” 
He knew my playing ability. 

Learning this business was not 
easy. My first assignment on tour 
was the old Tournament of Cham- 
pions at La Costa. I had never used 
a portable computer. They handed 
me the Radio Shack “Trash 80” in 
Hayward and gave me a brief 10- 
minute lesson on how to use it. 
Then I was on an airplane. 

I was staring at that Trash 80 in 
the press room that afternoon in La 
Costa, completely befuddled. Dan 
Hruby of the Merc came over and 
said, “You turn it on here.” 

Soon after that, I was in trouble 
with the White House. 

Dan Quayle was Vice President. 
He had told Charlie Peoples that he 
would play in the People’s Open. 
Quayle was a no-show. I wrote 
about it. And I forwarded the story 
to a friend of mine at Golf World 
magazine. 

The day after that magazine 
came out, I walked into the news- 
room and caught angry glares from 
Tom Tuttle and Mitch Pritchard. 
They were about to yell all over me 
when the phone rang. “You get it!” 
they snapped. 

It was the White House. They 
wanted a retraction. 

The White House had been call-

ing the little Alameda newspaper 
all morning, and deluging the 
newsroom with faxes. I was speak- 
ing with no less than the chief of 
staff on the phone, 

It seems that Quayle had made 
a mistake by playing golf at a golf 
course that excluded minorities the 
week prior to the People’s .., and 
the People’s was a minority tourna- 
ment. My story was damaging. 

My response was simple. “Was 
he a no-show or not?” I asked the 
chief of staff. I repeated that ques- 
tion often. That was fact and that 
was that. 

Two years later I was at Lake 
Tahoe covering the Celebrity Clas- 
sic. It was evening, and only one 
golfer was left in the twilight, prac- 
ticing his putting. I went on down 
there to talk to him. 

It was Dan Quayle. Just the two 
of us. 

We talked for a long time. He 
told me he had his start as a sports 
writer, a golf writer. He explained 
why staff thought it was necessary 
to initiate a power play against me 
back then, but expressed some ad- 
miration that I did not fold. We 
parted as friends. 

I was privileged to cover Tiger 
Woods before he went to Stanford. 
Say what you want about his fa- 
ther, Earl. We walked many fair- 
ways together, just the two of us. 
Earl is strong and speaks his mind. 
I always liked the guy. At heart, he 
is just a golfer, So he talks a lot. 
Big deal. So do a lot of golfers, I al- 
ways considered it part of his 
charm. 

Our newspaper did a job on the 
1994 Tour Championship at the 
Olympic Club, The PGA Tour talks 
about that coverage to this day. 
What I remember most is going to 
Las Vegas the week before, for lead- 
up stories. Greg Norman was ru- 
mored to have cancer and Las Vegas 
was his first tournament in months. 

Norman was not talking to the 
press. My editor told me if I didn't 
get Norman, don’t bother to come 
back. I found Norman's car. After 


he came off the course on Sunday, 
I found his car, sat on the trunk 
and waited, 

“Hi Ron,” Greg said with a 
laugh. I got the interview. And the 
next day, in the press room at 
Olympic, I heard fellow golf writers 
say, “Get the Trib — they have Nor- 
man,” 

I felt a satisfaction, 

But something was missing in 
the glitz and glamour of the na- 
tional spotlight. I knew what it was. 

To the dismay of the editors in 
Pleasanton, I had insisted on keep- 
ing my local column in Alameda. I 
found in that local column what I 
was missing at the national level. It 
was a sense of purpose, of really 
doing something for my commu- 
nity. 
An old Indian medicine man 
had told me long ago that nothing 
is as important in life as giving 
back, That local column was my 
way of giving back to my commu- 
nity. The strange satisfaction in the 
local column transcended even the 
Norman story. 

On June 13, 1996, the Alameda 
Times-Star died. We were all ex- 
pelled from the building I loved. 
Most of us who insisted on writing 
for Alameda lost our jobs. Very 
soon thereafter the Journal moved 
into the building and I was offered 
a job. 

These past five-six years I have 
been able to devote more of my 
time to giving back to my home 
town, and I am grateful. I am one 
of those guys who was born with a 
hole inside of me, an abyss that 
causes me endless consternation 
and despair if I am not on the right 
path — that hole inside me has 
been filled while writing for the 
Journal. It’s not always about 
money, what we do, why we do it. 

I find more satisfaction writing 
about Jerry Berrow and how he 
gives free golf equipment to kids 
than I do writing about Tiger 
Woods. I feel like I've done some- 
thing when I cover the Alameda 
Commuters, the East Bay Juniors, 
the People’s Open. I would rather 
write about the new golf course at 
Alameda Point, keep my fellow citi- 
zens informed, than talk about the 
changes at Augusta National. 

It is my weakness. It is my 
strength. 

Thank you Alameda Journal.

There are those who would 
argue against making any kind 
of movie but a documentary 
about Muhammad Ali, because 
as a hero he’s too unique, too 
special, too treasured to replicate. 

These people will probably re- 
sist Michael Mann’s masterful 
“Ali,” which stars a beefed-up 
Will Smith in the title role. But if 
you don’t already know that 
much about the most charismatic 
athlete of the 20th century, then 
you will be enthralled by “Ali.” 

It’s not a bio-pic in the 
strictest sense of the word, but 
rather an impressionistic, sen- 
sual journey through a decade in 
Ali’s life, from his triumphant 
and shocking 1964 defeat of 
then-heavyweight-champ Sonny 
Liston to his notorious 1974

“Rumble in the Jungle,” when he 
traveled to Zaire to try to regain 
his title from George Foreman. 
Along the way we see him 
evolve from a braggart named 
Cassius Clay to a devout Mus- 
lim named Muhammad Ali, 
whose quick-footed accom- 
plishments in the ring matched 
his motormouth. The film cov- 
ers his refusal to fight in Viet- 
nam, his subsequent punishment 
by boxing officials, then his le- 
gal battle to avoid imprisonment 


for dodging the draft. Ali’s per- 
sonal and professional history 
unfolds alongside America’s, and 
we catch poignant glimpses of 
the assassinations of Malcolm X 
and Martin Luther King Jr., as 
well as fleeting portraits of Ali’s 
first three wives. In short, there’s 
an enormous amount of history 
crammed into 24 hours. 

But Mann (“The Insider,” 
“Heat”) never makes this a con- 
ventional history lesson. In the 
first 15 or so minutes of the film 
there’s no exposition, just music 
pulsating behind dreamy snap- 
shots of moments that gave Ali 
his identity. As a small boy 
clutching a grown-up’s hand, he 
makes his way to the back of a 
bus, staring wide-eyed at head- 
lines about Emmett Till’s mur- 
der. We see him embracing Is- 
lam, training for the fight against 
Liston, and meeting the man who 
will become his lifelong friend, 
Drew “Bundini” Brown (the riv- 
eting Jamie Foxx), a swaggering 
trickster with a gift for the gab 
(he came up with the float-like- 
a-butterfly, sting-like-a-bee line).

“SPY GAME”: According to director Tony 
Scott's (Top Gun’) lively thriller, everyone 
at the CIA is a bonehead, except for 
Nathan Muir (Robert Redford), a leftover 
from the Cold War days. It's 1991, and 
Nathan has to play cat-and-mouse with 
the gang at Langley to save his protégé 
Tom Bishop (Brad Pitt) from certain death 
at the hands of the Chinese government. 
Those looking for major thrills will be dis- 
appointed that Nathan never wields any 
weapon more powerful than a cell phone 
or a fax machine. But Redford is mighty 
appealing in what is his best role in years. 
Pitt's part as the idealistic Tom is more lim- 
ited, but he's fine as well (in every sense 
of the word).

“TRAINING DAY”: A taut drama of police 
corruption, “Training Day" is to be admired 
for reaching high toward the “Serpico” 
standard.

Denzel Washington goes way over the top 
as a corrupt narcotics cop showing a 
young trainee (an excellent, low-key Ethan 
Hawke) the ropes.

You might 
worry that he’d put a broad spin 
on Ali’s eccentric sense of humor, 
maybe dumb it down a little. In- 
stead he embraces that quirki- 
ness, speeding it up in public set- 
tings and slowing it down when 
Ali would have been relaxing. 
(There’s a very funny scene 
where his religious mentor, Mal- 
colm X, played by Mario Van 
Peebles, comes to visit him in his 
hotel room and finds him trans- 
fixed and somewhat befuddled 
by a television program on ter- 
mites.) 

Detractors will probably say 
that Mann doesn’t further our un- 
derstanding of Ali as a person. 
It’s true that we aren’t shown 
much of the inner workings of 
his brain. When Ali unexpectedly 
cuts off contact with Malcolm X 
because the Islamic leaders dis- 
approve of him, we see a sudden 
change in his eyes, but it’s never 
explained. I’d argue that we’re 
being given an accurate portrait 


of a man who has always lived 
on gut instinct. When he felt it, 
he did it, and he either had the 
arrogance or the intelligence, or 
some combination of both, to be- 
lieve in his decisions and move 
on. That's part of what made him 
so unusual. 

The same sort of impulsive 
shift happens with Sonji (Smith’s 
real-life wife, Jada Pinkett 
Smith), Ali’s sexy first wife, who 
converted to Islam to please Ali 
but was incapable of adhering to 
the religion’s strictures. We see 
Ali get a load of Sonji, arriving 
to a fight in yet another sparkly, 
low-cut outfit, and in the next 
scene she’s sent packing. We're 
wistful at seeing her go, because 
she and Smith are so com- 
bustible together. The strong ac- 
tresses who play his next two 
wives, Belinda (Nona Gaye, Mar- 
vin’s daughter, making an im- 
pressive acting debut) and Veron- 
ica (Michael Michele (of “ER”), 
can’t help but pale in compari- 
son. 

One often hears justified com- 
plaints that there are not enough 
good roles for black actors in 


Hollywood. “Ali” is just one 
movie, but single-handedly it has 
provided black actors with bet- 
ter roles than any other movie in 
recent years. 


Foxx should get a supporting 
Oscar nod (although he may be 
nudged out by Jon Voight, who 
makes an uncannily good 
Howard Cosell). Then you've got 
Van Peebles, Jeffrey Wright as 
Ali’s photographer Howard Bing- 
ham, Mykelti Williamson ham- 
ming it up exquisitely as pro- 
moter Don King and Albert Hall 
(‘Apocalypse Now”) as Islamic 
leader Elijah Muhammad. 


“Ali” is not the definitive 
Muhammad Ali story. But what 
is? Even the excellent documen- 
tary “When We Were Kings” or 
David Remnick’s engaging book 
“King of the World” are, like this 
movie, no more than beautiful, 
hearty slices of an extraordinary 
life, still blessedly ongoing.

City considers sites 


for a new

EL CERRITO — The City 
Council is getting serious about 
City Hall. After emphasizing that 
they want to see the Toyota as 
well as the Rolls-Royce versions, 
council members last week unan- 
imously approved spending 
$57,500 to start the process of 
developing a new City Hall and 
Civic Center complex. 

BSA Architects of San Fran- 
cisco will assess five potential fu- 
ture Civic Center sites, determine 
relative cost estimates and later 
develop conceptual design plans 
for the council’s selected site. 

Several alternative design 
plans will be considered — from 
the economy model to the more 
deluxe. 

“We all have champagne 
tastes,” said Councilwoman Kath- 
leen Perka, but noted that the 
city has other needs requiring 
funding. 

Last October the council des- 
ignated $1.3 million in reserves 
towards a new City Hall and 
Civic Center. The new civic com- 
plex could include police and fire 
stations, a library, senior services, 
and leased retail and office space 
in addition to the city adminis- 
trative offices. 

“We don’t really know what 
we need,” said Jill Keimach, com- 
munity development director.

“What is typical for a community 
our size?” 

The BSA proposal said the 
project would “establish a civic 
presence for El Cerrito” and that 
important considerations for any 
proposed site include public ac- 
cess, parking, vistas and view 
corridors and “budget impacts.” 

Keimach said the study will 
include analyzing the possibility 
of adding a second story to the 
existing Public Safety Building. 

The work will be in two 
phases. First the architects will 
prepare a series of schematic 
drawings with summary infor- 
mation and feasibility analysis of 
the alternative sites. 

According to the proposal, 
they will provide “probable costs 
of construction” and “ball park” 
cost estimates for the various de- 
sign plans. 

After the City Council con- 
firms the preferred site, BSA will 
develop conceptual design plans 
and make recommendations for 
longer-term construction phas- 
ing. 

David Ross of BSA said the 
design process will be “open and 
collaborative.” The entire process 
is expected to take about 15 
weeks, 

The five sites currently under 
consideration are the current City

Del Norte developer 
seeks public input

EL CERRITO — It’s time to 
start visioning again. 

Developer Charles Oewel 
hopes to develop the BART sur- 
face parking areas adjacent to 
the Del Norte station and plans 
two public workshops to help 
forge the master plan. 

“We understand that unani- 
mous agreement will not be pos- 
sible in any plan, but giving the 
community a role in the analysis 
and design process will help us 
get as close as possible to an 
ideal solution,” Oewel, president 
of San Rafael-based CFC Corpo- 
ration, wrote in a December let- 
ter to City Manager Scott Hanin. 

“Above all, we want the com- 
munity to develop the overall vi- 
sion for this site and provide gen- 
eral guidance by developing 
design principles for the site that 
we will follow.” 

Oewel asked that the city 
postpone plans to develop its 
own area-specific plan for Del 
Norte, saying his approach would 
be quicker and cost-effective. 


“If the council finds our pro- 
posal’s general direction unac- 
ceptable, the specific plan 
process could easily proceed,” he 
said. 

The site under study includes 
the land between San Pablo Av- 
enue, Key Boulevard, Hill Streets 
and Knott Avenue, Oewel said. 

The plan is to hold two pub- 
lic workshops in January and 
February; dates and locations 
have not been set. 

The first workshop will review 
previous Del Norte area studies 
and develop design principles. In 
small groups participants will 
complete site analysis sketches 
and outline plans. 

In the second workshop, par- 
ticipants will review site analy- 
sis sketches and outlines plans 
developed in the first workshop 
and present two development 
scenarios. 

Oewel and his consultant, 
Mark Gillem of MLG Architec- 
ture and Planning, hope to return 
to the council in February to pre-

“We're trying to get an army 
of people,” said Elisa Pan. 

Pan’s is not the kind of gang 
that strikes dread into parents’ 
hearts. The Albany High junior 
is one of about a dozen students 
taking part in an after-school stu- 
dent advocacy group called Fri- 
day Night Live, part of a 
statewide program that engages 
youth in community activism. 

Led by Albany High graduate 
Vivian Yeung, the FNLers have 
been assembling in Marge Atkin- 
son’s classroom at least once a 
week since the program began 
in October to discuss what teens 
can do to improve their commu- 
nity, 

“We're going into the com- 
munity and changing the com- 
munity so we can make it better,” 
said junior Lionel Yu, the FNL 
chapter president. 

Not afraid to tackle tough is- 
sues head-on, the FNL group 
chose teen smoking as one of its 


first battles. As early as their mid- 
dle-school days, the students had 
noticed how easy it was for some 
of their peers to get their hands 
on cigarettes — and not just from 
their mothers’ purses. 

So they went undercover. In 
an informal sting operation Oct. 
26, a few of them, all younger 
than 18, hit the streets of Albany 
in an attempt to buy tobacco at 
the 11 establishments that sold 
such products. Out of the 11 
stores, says program coordina- 
tor Vivian Yeung, eight sold the 
students tobacco, Only six 
checked identification and out of 
those, three still sold the prod- 
ucts to the students. 

“It was very shocking,” said 
Yeung, who graduated from Al- 
bany High in 2000, “It’s very sur- 
prising how easy it is for young 
people to get tobacco products 
(in Albany),”

ALBANY — Facing a nearly 
$700,000 budget shortfall, the Al- 
bany School Board decided last 
week to appoint a Budget Review 
Committee to determine how the 
3,500-student school district can 
trim its expenses. 

The committee, which will in- 
clude teachers, parents, district 
administrators and community 
members, will meet weekly in 
January and February. 

Its recommendations are ex- 
pected to reach the board of ed- 
ucation Feb. 18 and be voted on 
by March 15. 

Albany’s $700,000 deficit

was a bold, strutting little band 
propelled by Oxtot’s Bunk John- 
son-inspired cornet and graced 
by Bunky Coleman's limpid clar- 
inet. In 1952 they waxed six 78s 
which are among the best of re- 
vival recordings. 

On the strength of these 
records, The Dixieland Rhythm 
Kings of Dayton, Ohio, hired Ox- 
tot to replace drafted trumpeter 
Carl Halen, Oxtot toured the 
Northeast with the band and 
teamed up with Halen for a 
memorable recording session. 

Tiring of the road, Oxtot re- 
turned to Berkeley, but a bout of 
hepatitis caused him to take up 
the less physically demanding 
banjo. However, he continued to 
play some cornet and sometimes 
string or brass bass. In 1954 the 
Bearcats were born from a union 
of former Polecats with bassist 
Peter Allen, drummer “Wonder- 
ful” Don Marchant, and the late 
cornet player PT, Stanton. 

This group became one of the 
most popular traditional bands 
in the Bay Area, with a lighter, 
more swinging sound than those 
following the Lu Watters tradi- 
tion, All the Bearcats sang well 
— Stanton’s fey vocals often 
brought down the house — but 
Oxtot was the real voice of the 
band against which Bay Area 
groups are still measured. 

Bob Mielke, bandstand leader 
and trombonist, described Oxtot 
as, “the mainstay of the band 
through the ’50s and ’60s, con- 
tributing tune ideas and his own 
originals, a winning vocal style, 
and a rock solid beat.” 

Some of these original com- 
positions are “Ain’t Nobody Got 
the Blues Like Me,” “My Lovin’ 
Imogene,” and “Polecat Strut.” 
Traditional bands here and 
abroad still play and record them. 

Oxtot, who was known as 
“The Grey Fox,” was also known 
for his unequaled ability to find 
jobs for his jazz bands, folk-pop 
groups, and the blues singers he 
discovered.

Joplin began singing at his 
parties and with his band, amaz- 
ing the crowd with her diamond- 
cutter tonality and total mastery 
of the blues. Oxtot recorded her 
at a party and attempted to get 
her a job at Turk Murphy’s pop- 
ular Earthquake McGoon’s in 
San Francisco, 

For this occasion Joplin ex- 
changed her customary motor- 
cycle attire for a dress and stock- 
ings. However, Murphy pegged 
her as a “beatnik” and refused to 
audition her. Soon she was shout- 
ing out rock vocals with Big 
Brother and the Holding Com- 
pany and a great blues voice was 
lost forever. 

A job delivering the mail led 
Oxtot to Barbara Dane’s door. 
She had done some folk singing 
in Detroit, and she quickly ac- 
quired many fans with the 
Bearcats. Backed by Oxtot and 
associates, she recorded an al- 
bum in 1957 which launched a 
long and successful career in 
folk-blues singing. 

In the ’60s Oxtot formed The 
Goodwill Singers, a folk-pop trio 
featuring Terry Garthwaite. They 
worked local clubs and played 
the hungry i with Bill Cosby. 
Garthwaite continued to play and 
record with Oxtot after she 
gained national recognition with 
The Joy of Cooking, Other 
singers whom found, featured, 
and recorded include Laurie 
Lewis, Diane Holmes, Pamela 
Polland, Willow Wray, Barbara 
Rhodes, Barbara Rigbie and 
Tressa Lewis. 

In a business where gigs are 
often brief, Oxtot’s Golden Age 
Jazz Band set some kind of a 
record by playing for over 20 
years at The Point in Point Rich- 
mond, He also led trios and quar- 
tets at the Hotel Mac there. And

Freedom of speech 


N TIMES: OF NATIONAL emergency, when there is a 
I real and present danger to the well-being of a people, 

it is necessary to take strong security and law enforce- 
ment measures. Such has been the case in the wake of the 
Sept. 11 terrorist attacks on the United States. 

Often these measures mean a temporary reduction of 
civil liberties. That has been true in past threats to national 
security, particularly in the Civil War and World War II. 
Fortunately, civil liberties were restored when the conflicts 
were over. 

What is different in our present national emergency is 
the lack of what might be a definable conclusion to our 
fight against terrorism. In other words, our current action 
to preserve national security is open-ended. Thus we can- 
not clearly see an end to the extraordinary measures that 
are being instituted within our law-enforcement agencies. 
That is why we must be vigilant. 

We need to ask ourselves if we want to live in a country 
where wiretapping is common, warrantless searches take 
place, military tribunals replace trials, racial profiling is 
broadly accepted, and people are imprisoned without be- 
ing charged with a crime. 

All of the above security measures might be tolerable in 
specific instances over a short duration. But we should be 
wary of institutionalizing them. That was the theme Sacra- 
mento Bee Publisher Janis Besler Heaphy was delivering 
to the midyear graduating class at Sacramento State last 
week. 

She never finished, because of interruption by the audi- 
ence, which began clapping and stomping. Much of the rude 
behavior was by parents and friends of the graduates, not the 
students, many of whom later apologized to Heaphy. 

It is particularly disturbing when someone is not al- 
lowed to present his or her views at an institution dedi- 
cated to learning, regardless of how unpopular those views 
may be. Unfortunately, the intolerance shown to Heaphy is 
not uncommon on college campuses. Over the years any 
number of prominent men and women has been booed off 
the stage. 

One has to wonder about those who were unwilling to 
allow someone to speak in favor of civil liberties and con- 
stitutional rights. Have these fundamental underpinnings 
of our republic become so distasteful that we cannot de- 
fend them on a university stage? 

Perhaps those who disrupted Heaphy do not understand 
that questioning governmental policy, even in time of na- 
tional emergency, is not unpatriotic and that we can vigor- 
ously attack terrorism without abandoning our liberty. 

That was part of the message Heaphy tried to deliver, 
but was drowned out by unthinking protesters, Such ac- 
tion betrays an ignorance of what patriotism is all about: 
love of country. But how can one love one’s country while 
debasing one of its finest features, freedom of speech? 

In the last part of her speech, Heaphy wrote that “asking 
questions about government policies isn’t disloyal, It’s your 
duty. ... Freedom of expression is one of our most cherished 
American values. It sets us apart. It makes us great. But it 
can’t be taken for granted.” Too bad she never got to speak 
these words to those who needed to hear them most.

_ But it seems it is also appropriate for we the people to 
remember that, if we’re paying attention, it’s much more 
difficult for those we elect to office to do things we don’t 
like — whether that’s something outright illegal or just 
something that moves our city, county, state or nation in a 
direction we don’t favor. 


Since Sept. 11 we’ve all been reminded that the democ- 
ratic form of government is worth protecting and not be- 
ing taken for granted. That’s all well and good. And to 
protect and appreciate it, you should know how it works.

--Choose the nation’s Bill of Rights, a state law, city ordi- 
nance or school-board policy that affects something you. 
care about — and take the time to learn about it. Under- 
stand where it came from, who was for and against it, 
what effects it has and what threats it may be under now. 


What concerns you? Taxes? Immigration law? School 
testing? Civil liberties? Open space? 


Our form of government, from the top down, does de- 
serve to be protected — also to have a populace that un- 
derstands exactly what it’s protecting. For that the popula- 
tion needs resolve — and maybe also a New Year’s 
resolution.

Y FRIEND had sug- 
gested that we attend 
a concert put on by a 


mutual friend, with some 
woman from Germany. That 
was all I knew.

We were greeted by Irith 
Gabriely as we came into the 
hall of this retirement home 
where our host, Herb Gaynes, 
lived. She was dark, tall and 
handsome in an intense way. 
And she was charming in her 
friendliness. 

We were their audience, my 
friend and I, several other peo- 
ple who belonged to our orga- 
nization, and several people 
from the retirement home. 

Herb opened the afternoon 
by passing out copies of an ar- 
ticle that told of their meeting. 
It began: “They met in a Jewish 
chat room ... He resides in 
Concord, she in Darmstadt, 
Germany. ... Their hearts were 
united by their common love of 
music.” 

The article then went on to 
explain how this far distant 
friendship grew and blossomed 
through the Internet. 

Herb is a retired salesman 
who was also a baritone saxo- 
phone player who used to play 
in a dance band. 

Irith Gabriely is a profes- 
sional clarinetist known as the 
“Queen of Jewish Soul.” 

“After we sort of fell in love 
with each other,” said Gaynes, 
he invited her to come for a

visit.” She readily agreed. 

“We figured as long as 'm 
here, why not put on a con- 
cert,” said Gabriely, who ar- 
rived in Concord during 
Hanukkah for her first visit to 
the United States. 

Gaynes has a friend who 
lives in Hamburg and who told 
him that “she puts on a show 
that’s something else.” She 
should. Expecting little, we 
were amazed and delighted at 
the show. 

It was only afterward that 
we discovered how talented the 
lady really is. She has had her 
own symphony orchestra. She 
has performed throughout Eu- 
rope, including playing in the 
Darmstadt Opera. 

She has her own band, Co- 
lalaila, which has performed at 
the hall of the Berlin Sym- 
phony Orchestra. With Co- 
lalaila she has given award- 
winning performances in the 
Edinburgh Festival in Scotland 
and the Klezmer Festival in 
Safed, Israel. She will play with 
the Munich Philharmonic in 
February. And in March she 
gives a concert in Spain. 

In fact, this Israeli native 


has won awards in her own 
country as well as in Europe. 
And her music is an eclectic 
collection of symphonic, popu- 
lar, great jazz and klezmer, 
with a little Old Country Yid- 
dish thrown in, And, as she 
proved in her concert, she does 
them all beautifully. 

She played for us, her eyes 
flashing, her body swaying, 
moving almost constantly to 
her music. She spoke a bit be- 
tween pieces — of caring and 
loving, and of the importance 
of moving to music. 

She introduced us to a Scan- 
dinavian composer, Niels Gade, 
commenting that usually peo- 
ple from Scandinavia are 
looked upon as cold, unemo- 
tional people. His music is cer- 
tainly not that. In fact, it made 
us think of Schubert, and it 
was lovely. She had us clapping 
with her jazz and her klezmer, 
and taught us a little Yiddish 
tune to sing with her. Two of 
the things she played were 
written by her accompanist, Pe- 


ter Przystaniak, a very talented . 


musician, himself. 

In fact, Przystaniak had 
recorded himself playing the 
songs that she would play, so 
that, for the concert, she could 
play against his accompani- 
ment, as she has done for some 
18 years. And the musicianship 
of the two shone like a light. 

Playing a Hassidic tune, 
Irith said, “To the Hassids, mu- 
sic opens the heavens. And 
when he heavens open, the an- 


cients look down on us, and we 
look up and health and happi- 
ness can be ours.” 

The concert ended in a burst 
of music, of clapping and accla- 
mation. Irith Gabriely had 
brought some of her CDs with 
her, and they were eagerly 
bought up by the audience, 
who had her autograph them. 


I asked their permission to 
write about this most unusual 
event, and both of them agreed 
and were very pleased that I 
would want to do so. 


What will happen to the two 
of them? Irith says she has a 
17-year-old son, and cannot 
make any changes in her life 
until she knows that he is set 
in his. 

Meanwhile, they will con- 
tinue what has become a very 
important friendship over the 
Internet and, who knows? 
Their mutual attraction was ap- 
parent, And her enjoyment of 
her very first trip to the United 
States was there for all to see. 
Vivid and alive, Irith Gabriely 
is a talented, memorable per- 
sonality. What a delightful af- 
ternoon.

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The FNL gang didn’t stop 
there, though, They've gotten the 
ear of City Councilman Mario 
DiPrisco, and hope to get the city 
to adopt a tobacco-free-youth or- 
dinance. 

Neighboring Contra Costa 
County adopted such an ordi- 
nance in 1999. Among other 
things, it requires tobacco retail- 
ers to apply for a tobacco license, 
similar to the licenses required 
of liquor retailers. Also, stores 
would be put on a list of tobacco 
retailers that would make them 
accountable for selling tobacco 
products, 

More than 250 cities nation- 
wide have adopted policies sim- 
ilar to the one the students pro- 
pose, and sell rates to minors are 
collectively dropping, says Ye- 
ung. 

DiPrisco met with a few FNL 
representatives at a holiday func- 
tion last week and said that the 
situation the students discovered 


is “horrendous.” 

“That's very alarming,” he 
said, “I think we should work to 
strengthen enforcement.” 

DiPrisco listened to the club’s 
suggestions and said he wel- 
comed their thoughts. “I think 
(the ordinance) is very reason- 
able and I look forward to their 
proposal.” 

The students plan to appear 
before the Albany council in Jan- 
uary and make the case for Al- 
bany joining other Alameda 
County cities in a tobacco free- 
youth ordinance. 

Meanwhile, there are other 
fish to fry — like schoolwork. 

Other than failing math, Pan 
joked, the program has had a sig- 
nificant impact in these civic 
leaders of the future. 

The program “has helped us 
a lot with leadership and how if 
we can get together we can ac- 
complish a lot,” she said.

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Gauchos hit the gym — 
objective: spiffing it up

EL CERRITO — With a floor 
paved in petrified bubble gum, and 
bleachers finished with more 
grime than paint, the El Cerrito 
High School gymnasium seemed 
a bit lacking in Gaucho Pride —a 
situation that cried out for some 
leadership. 

Some Gauchos answered the 
call. Most of the 30-odd members 
of Nancy Boissevin’s leadership 
class and another half dozen from 
other classes spent Dec. 15 and 16 
cleaning and repainting the gym. 
“Some of the kids were, shall we 
say, taken aback by the physical 
appearance of the gym,” said Bois- 
sevin, “They were just fed up, and 
they decided to take it upon them- 
selves because of their leadership.” 

The leadership students are 
used to hard work, The class 
meets every morning at 7:30 a.m., 
45 minutes before everyone else 
has to show up at school. And so, 
on Saturday they used putty 
knives to strip the floor of its vile 
asphalt of bubble gum and other 
stuff, Then they washed the floors, 
walls and bleachers, the latter in 
preparation for painting. 

“This basically is our commu- 
nal place, where we watch sports,” 
said junior Josh Forcum of Rich- 
mond, organizer of the weekend 
project. “It’s the part of the school 
our community sees,” he said. “We 
want to make it presentable.” 

The gym serves as a varsity 
basketball and volleyball arena 
and as a venue for intramural 
sports, school assemblies and pep 
rallies. “Every large thing that hap- 
pens on this campus happens in 
the gym,” said assistant principal 
Edwyna Elzie. 

The weekend laborers included 
some cheerleaders but few jocks. 

“A few of the basketball play- 
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ers showed up (Saturday),” said 
senior Daniela Quintanilla, 17, of 
El Sobrante, a leadership student, 
school rally chairperson and var- 
sity soccer player. “More soccer 
players showed up, and we don’t 
use the gym.” 

Her classmate and fellow lead- 
ership student Tracey Davis, 17, 
of El Cerrito explained: 

“It’s always the leadership kids 
that act, because we're the lead- 
ers and it’s our responsibility to 
reform the school.” 

On Sunday, the students 
painted the bleachers in alternat- 
ing rows of forest green and white 
— the school colors. Despite es- 
chewing drop cloths — covering 
the entire floor would have been 
a prohibitive undertaking, several 
students said — they left behind 
few drops or smears. 

“Gaucho Pride,” exclaimed a 
beaming Elzie, and she wasn’t just 
thinking ahead to the Gauchos’ 
basketball season, which resumes 
Jan. 8. “Where the students take 
on the responsibility of improving 
the school,” Elzie said, “that’s Gau- 
cho pride. This is our home. “We 
want it to be presentable not just 
for us but for the people who come 
to our school.” 

Beholding his group’s handi- 
work, Forcum said, “I’m hoping to 
make this an ongoing thing and 
plan more cleanups.” 

A group of students, heavy on 
cheerleaders and urged on by 
boosterish teachers and adminis- 
trators, could be expected to ap- 
plaud their own work. But would 
the shine stand up to the discern- 
ing eyes of a pro? 

“These kids are doing a great 
job,” said Al Griffin, one of two 
school-district painters assigned 
to work with the students over the 
weekend, “All these kids are work- 
ers.

During the early 1980s, when 
interest rates shot up to as high 
as18 percent, most buyers could- 
n't qualify for mortgages.

The seller didn't 
receive all his equity as cash at 
the time of sale. Instead, he car- 
ried a loan that was secured by a 
known property and he collected 
a monthly income until the loan 
was paid off. There were also tax 
advantages for some sellers who 
carried financing, which made the 
arrangement beneficial to both 
parties. 

At that time, creative financing 
might not have been the preferred 


way to finance a home sale. But, 
in many cases, it was the only 
way to close a sale. 

Creative financing, a term used 
to describe any financing arrange- 
ment that deviates from conven- 
tional financing, has a place in to- 
day's market, even though interest 
rates on conventional mortgages 
are incredibly low. 

HOUSE HUNTING TIP: 
Homeowners who are trading 
from one home to another should 
consider creative financing op- 
tions if they're intent on buying a 
new home before selling their cur- 
rent home. A seller who doesn't 
need all of his equity in cash at 
the time of sale might be willing 
to carry financing for a buyer who 
needs an interim loan in order to 
buy before selling his current 
home.

For example, let's say you're 
trying to buy a $500,000 home 
You have enough in savings for a 
15 percent down payment, or 
$75,000. Your objective is to have 
a mortgage amount equal to 75 
percent of the purchase price, or

home free and clear of any mort- 
gages. He's trading down to a 
smaller home that will cost him

serve cash for emergencies.

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as a second mortgage. It would 
be secured behind the new first 
mortgage you obtain from a con- 
ventional lender 

The terms of the loan-loan 
amount, interest rate, due date and 
payment schedule are negotiable 
between the buyer and seller. A 
due on sale clause is usually in- 
cluded in such a loan. This clause 
states that the loan is to be paid off 
when the buyer's home sells 

In some cases, the seller may 
want the loan he’s carrying for 
you to be recorded against both 
the property you're buying and 
the one you're selling. This guar- 
antees that the seller is repaid 
when your old home sells 


To ease the financial burden of 
owning two homes, ask the seller 
to defer monthly payments during 
the term of the loan. In this case 
you would pay the deferred pay 
ments in a lump sum when you 
repay the loan in full 

THE CLOSING: Deferred pay 
ments will also make it easier for 
you to qualify for the new first mort 
gage on the home you're buying

Interview three agents, even if you want to Sell

Dear Bob: My husband and | 
are retired, so we have lots of 
time. He recently read a “How to 
Sell Your Home Without a Real 
Estate Broker” book and thinks 
we can save the sales commis- 
sion by selling our home without 
a realty agent. But I’m worried we 
might make a costly mistake. Our 
lawyer says he will advise us after 
we receive a purchase offer from 
a buyer. Do you think we can re- 
ally sell our home without paying 
a sales commission? — Agnes H. 


Dear Agnes: No. Please do 
me a favor. Before you allow your 
husband to attempt selling your 
home without a professional re- 
alty agent, insist on interviewing 
at least three successful local 
agents. 

Listen carefully to their listing 
presentations. Each agent should 
include a CMA (comparative mar- 
ket analysis) showing that agent's 
estimate of your home’s market 
value based on recent sales (not 
asking) prices of nearby, compa- 
rable homes. |'ll bet your hus- 
band doesn’t have that vital infor- 
mation about your home's market 


value. ; : 
The agents you interview won't 


mind your taking their valuable 
time because they know 80 per- 
cent of do-it-yourself sellers fail 
and eventually list their homes 
with a professional agent within 
30 to 60 days. The agents you in- 
terview know they have the best 
chance of getting your listing. 

If you and your husband de- 
cide to try selling your home 
alone, please be sure to include 
“Broker co-op” in your newspaper

service. 


ads. That means you agree to pay 
half the customary local sales 
commission, usually about 3 per- 
cent of the home's sales price, to 
an agent who brings you an ac- 
ceptable purchase offer. Unless 
you cooperate with buyers’ 
agents, your husband's do-it-your- 
self home sale is doomed to fail. 

Be thrilled if a buyers’ agent 
brings you an acceptable pur- 
chase offer. That agent will then 
handle the details of closing your 
home sale successfully. Also, 
please be aware you are limiting 
your marketing by not having ac- 
cess to the local multiple listing 
service and your Internet listing 
sales exposure at.realtor.com. 

Is it really worth trying to save 
half a commission by incurring all 
the work of selling your home 
alone? 


Is a houseboat a good 
investment? 


Dear Bob: What is your opin- 
ion of buying a houseboat as a 
first or second home? What are 
the disadvantages? | am not too 
concerned about resale value, as 
| would plan to use it as a week- 
end or vacation getaway second 
home? — Alma L. 

Dear Alma: Let's add recre- 
ational vehicles to your question, 
too. If you have lots of money 
you'll never need again, please 
be my guest and buy a house- 
boat or recreational vehicle as a 


second home. They are both 
high-maintenance, secondary res- 
idences, though some people live 
in them as their primary home. 

Tax-wise, both offer tax de- 
ductions for the interest and any 
applicable property taxes if they 
are your principal or secondary 
residence. 

But | cannot recommend ei- 
ther a houseboat or a recreational 
vehicle as a sound residence in- 
vestment since they usually de- 
preciate in market value. 


Timeshares: vacations, 
not investments 


Dear Bob: | believe timeshares 
should be treated as a place to 
spend your vacation, not as in- 
vestments. They are an alternative 
to living in a hotel room or a 
cruise ship while on vacation. 

My wife and | truly enjoy our 
timeshare three weeks in Cancun, 
Mexico, a week we spend in 
Hawaii, and our January week in 
Phoenix. Yes, we also own 
Trendwest Credits and want to 
sell, but before we sell, we plan to 
spend a week in Scotland. How 
do you spend your vacation? — 
John G. 

Dear John: We agree time- 
shares are advance purchases of 
vacation time, not sound invest- 
ments. | have yet to meet or hear 
from a timeshare owner who was 
able to sell for anywhere near 
their purchase price. 


Absolutely required forms for rental properties 


SECURITY PACIFIC 


Most of the income property 

owners that | work with when asked, 
“Do you have all of the State and 
Federal mandated forms with your 
rental agreement answer, ‘What 
forms’ ”? There are specific State 
and Federal disclosures that every 
tenant must be presented, and 
signed prior to occupancy. 
» Ignorance of the law is no ex- 
cuse. If you are not in compliance 
with these signed forms with your 
Rental Agreement you are open to 
world of problems. 


Federal law 


The lead-based paint and lead- 
based paint hazards disclosure, and 
acknowledgment and addendum 
must be presented to the tenant 
and signed by the tenant prior to 
occupancy. This applies to any and 
all housing or units that were built 
prior to 1978. 

The law, passed in 1978, pro- 
hibited adding lead to paint. The 
reason for the disclosure is to no- 
tify a prospective tenant and inform 
the tenant of lead-based paint haz- 
ards and deliver any inspections 
that the owner/landlord may pos- 
sess. Notify the tenant of known 


lead-based paint hazards. Give a” 


pamphlet on lead poisoning for risk 
assessment. When a child chews 


on the trim boards or eats chipped 
paint that contains lead, a child’s 
ability to learn can be affected, and 
if enough is ingested can make a 
child seriously ill. This disclosure is 
not an option. It is Federal law. 


Data base disclosure 


This is California law. The other 
name of this disclosure is Megan's 
Law. This disclosure must also be 
signed, prior to occupancy of a new 
tenant, and with existing tenants. 

This law allows a prospective 
tenant, (or buyer), the right to re- 
search the California Department of 
Justice, sheriff's department, or po- 
lice departments serving jurisdic- 
tions of 2,000,000, or more, for sex 
offenders. This is Section 290.4 of 
the Penal Code. 

This is not an optional form, but 
State law.

Once 
reserved for the rich and famous, 
home automation and electronic 
devices that improve personal 
comfort are fast-growing seg- 
ments of the home-building in- 
dustry. Even price-conscious 
high-volume builders are incorpo- 
rating this technology into new 
home construction as a means of 
attracting buyers. 

Thus, what many builders 
once tagged an “upgrade” can 
now be found as “standard 
equipment.” 

There's a bonus to many of 
these techno upgrades — energy 
savings. That's a good thing for a 
couple of reasons. It helps our 
environment and your pocket 
book. You get the best of all 
worlds — increased comfort, de- 
creased energy use and less ex- 
pense. 

Of the comfort items referred 
to earlier, the one that is least 
known, yet becoming the most 
popular, is electric radiant task 
heating. Who enjoys getting out 
of a warm bed in the middle of 
winter to stand on a cold floor? 
Radiant floor heating has been 
around for eons. The ancient 
Greeks and Romans used it rou- 
tinely. And certainly it is no 
stranger to many American 
homes. There is a difference, 
however, between the traditional 
whole-house boiler-driven radiant 
systems and electric radiant task 
heating. 

The traditional system consists 
of a network of pipes that are en- 
cased in a home's concrete floor. 
Hot water supplied by a boiler is 
circulated through the pipes to 
deliver a uniform and comfortable 
source of heat. Ore of the bene- 
fits of radiant heat is that the floor 
is warm. Thus, cold surfaces, 
such as tile and stone, are toasty 
when you walk on them in bare 
feet. 

Electric radiant task heating is 
not a whole-house system. 
Rather, it is designed to be used 
in specific areas of a home, such 
as a kitchen or a bathroom. 

A system 
of small electric cables is installed 
in the mortar below tile or stone.

Light Is good: Dark, gloomy 
interiors work well for Stephen 
King movies, but have a damag- 
ing impact on how your home 
shows. At a minimum, make sure 
that you pull back your curtains, 
open your blinds, and leave the 
lights on when a buyer is going to 
look at your home. You might 
even consider replacing those 
dark, heavy drapes with window 
treatments that allow in more 
light, such as wood blinds. 

Dark carpeting generally 
makes a room look smaller. And if 
you have lots of dark wood in the 
form of trim or cabinets, consider 
painting it. Even if you have a 
large shade tree that keeps nat- 
ural light out of your home, con- 
sider trimming it or even remov- 
ing it. The difference can be 
astonishing. 

Crowded house: This is proba- 
bly the most common mistake that 
sellers make — too much furniture 
and clutter in a house, Too much 
furniture makes a room look much 
smaller than it actually is. Better to 
error on the side of too little furni- 
ture rather than too much. 

Also, make sure you don't 
overdue it with too many pictures 
and other decorations on the wall, 
and excessive clutter on mantles 
and kitchen cabinets. Clutter is 
distracting, and you want buyers 
to look at your house, not your 
Lladro collection. 

Paint vs. wallpaper: The cur- 
rent trend is towards paint. Con- 
ventional thinking has been to 
paint all of your walls white. To- 
day we find that deeper wall col- 
ors are in. Now before you go 
and paint all of your walls dark 
purple, remember that your wall 
color should complement your 
furnishings and floor coverings, 
and take into consideration the 
degree of light in your home. 

But a warm, deeper beige or 
tan color can do wonders to the 
personality and appeal of your 
home. And for the most part, wall-

paper is not a plus to most buy- 
ers, Consider removing it, espe- 
cially if it has a busy pattern to it.

Is it t ime to take a second look at 
community property with survivorship?

The Community Property with 
Right of Survivorship law, which 
took effect July 1, is a new form 
of a holding title, redefining the 
process of real and personal 
property acquisition by a surviv- 
ing spouse upon the other's 
death. This latest holding title is 
an agreeable blend of Community 
Property and Joint Tenancy with 
Right of Survivorship laws, com- 
bining the advantages of both. 

If you currently own real or 
personal property and hold title 
as Community Property or Joint 
Tenancy with Right of Survivor- 
ship, you can now transfer your 
holding title over to this new form. 
This transfer, however, will not 
create a change in ownership of 
the property and a Preliminary 
Change form in Ownership Re- 
port must be filed. 

Choosing or changing your 
form of holding title is a large de- 
cision to make, hence, it is always 
recommended that you consult a 
legal or tax professional. But it is 
safe to say that most couples will 
benefit greatly from this new own- 
ership option. 

What are the benefits? If mar- 
ried couples change their holding 
title to Community Property with 
Right of Survivorship, they are 
reaping the tax benefits of commu- 
nity property law through double 
the stepped-up basis that you 
would receive from a Joint Tenancy 
with Right of Survivorship title. 

Now what does that mean? 
“Stepped-up basis” is a proce- 
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dure where the investment in the 
property is calculated against the 
value to determine what you owe 
in capital gain taxes when selling 
the property. So this new law re- 
duces capital gain taxes when the 
surviving spouse actually sells the 
property, and by TWICE the nor- 
mal reduction you would receive 
from the sale of property that was 
acquired through joint tenancy. 

As the surviving spouse of 
property under this new holding 
title, you still get the basis of the 
property adjusted on both halves 
as of the date of death, transfer- 
ring the deceased spouse's inter- 
est by recording an affidavit of 
spouse. 

This law still permits the termi- 
nation of the holding title prior to 
either spouse’s death as well, and

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The fire is so delightful 


® More people are 
spending time near the 
hearth this winter

Simpler pleasures prevail on the 
home front these days, with chimney 
sweeps and firewood vendors re- 
porting an autumn surge in demand. 

Homeowners turning toward 
creature comforts and self-suffi- 
ciency since the Sept. 11 terrorist 
attacks seem to underlie the 
boom, industry officials say. 

“We've been using our fireplace 
more than normal, even though it's 
not that cold,” said Karl Schindler 
of New Berlin, Wis. “We're staying 
home more often, spending more 
time around the fireplace with the 
kids, playing games. 

“Sept. 11 really showed the 
importance of being with family,” 
he said. That sentiment drew 
Wau- watosa, Wis., chimney 
sweep Howard Rowell from a 
seven-year retirement. In short or- 
der, he’s lost 16 pounds, thanks 
to five climb-to-the-rooftop clean- 
ings a day, pretty much every day 
since mid-September. 

“Not as grueling work as a 
marathon, but on windy days, it 
seems close,” Rowell said. 

“We've been totally inundated 
with calls for cleanings in the past 
two and a half months,” said 
Rowell, 44, president of Royal 
Chimney Service Inc. 

“After Sept. 11, an awful lot of 
people decided it would be a 
good idea to start using their fire- 
places,” he said. “I think they're 
finding comfort in it — not unlike 
the junk food phase that's been 
reported.” 

Rowell sees this shift to hearth 
and home as “a conscious deci- 
sion to step off of life's treadmill 
for a few hours, to relax, reflect 
and share thoughts with each 
other.” 

Firewood has been selling 
briskly at Wagner's Garden Mart 
in Glendale, Wis., owner Cathy 
Wagner said. 

“We're already on our fifth 
semi delivery. Things are very 
brisk,” Wagner said. “I think it re- 
flects a real effort by people to 
make things cozy and comfort- 
able at home.” 

Not everyone ordering wood 
or a flue cleaning alludes to the 
terrorist attacks that have dramati- 
cally altered American behavior 
this fall, of course. 

“People don't really give any 
reason. But I'd say about 50 per- 
cent do mention they haven't used 
their fireplace in years,” said Curt 
Teuteberg, sole proprietor of The 
Handy Sweep in Waukesha, Wis. 
“So there is a change going on.” 

Abby Scott, who purchased 
Milwaukee home earlier this year 
through Ezekiel Community De- 
velopment Corp., said her fire- 
place operates as a mellowing 
agent after a long, hard day as a 
finance manager. 


“There's just nothing like hav- 
ing it on, getting the warmth, 
even just looking at it. It's so 
soothing, almost like water,” she 
mused, 

David E. Haug, owner of Wis- 
consin Firewood Co., figures 
most customers gravitate to the 
aesthetics of a fireplace, rather 
than the economics. 

“Usually 99 percent of the 
wood | sell is just to look at and 
enjoy. But last year, when gas 
prices almost doubled, more peo- 
ple started using wood as an al- 
ternative heat source,” Haug said. 

He expected firewood sales to 
decline this year; instead, they 
shot up. 

“Maybe it's because more 
people are staying home, enter- 
taining themselves with the com- 
fort of a fire,” he said. 

That's how Steve and Laura 
Nigh's family in Wauwatosa spend 
many leisure hours during cold- 
weather months. But for them, it's 
not a post-Sept. 11 effect. 

“It's a family tradition,” Laura 
Nigh said. 

“Each fall, we bring out the 
board games and play in front of 
the living room fire. It's the cozi- 
ness and the warmth both that | 
like. In fact, we used to have a TV 
in our den, but we moved it in 
here because we were spending 
so much time trying to watch TV 
and the fire.” 

Their three children — Drew, 
9, Alec, 7, and Aubrey, 5 — tend 
to determine the game. 

“This year, the kids are into 
Harry Potter, so we're playing the 
Trivial Pursuit version of that,” 
their mom said. 

“There's tile outside the fire- 
place, and the kids will sit on the 
tile, just to warm up.” 

For many others, however, 
nestling around the family fire- 
place is a new-found comfort. 

“Our sales have gone through 
the roof,” at Chimney Doctors, 
which sells chimney parts and 
services, said marketing manager 
Dawn Kelley. 

“We thought the millennium 
scare would be our biggest year, 
but it’s now,” Kelley said. 

Some households are simply 
more conscious of the need for 
annual chimney inspections, Kel- 
ley thinks. 

“But people also are talking 
about having a lot more family 
get-togethers this season, be- 
cause of what’s going on in the 
world, There's more home gather- 
ings, more families spending time 
together,” she said. 

Anecdotes from harried chim- 
ney sweeps suggest that loung- 
ing in front of a fireplace or wood- 
burning stove is the latest 
national trend, said Greg 
Williams, executive director of the 
Chimney Safety Institute of Amer- 
ica in Indianapolis. 

“It makes sense. Travel is 
down, board games are hot, peo- 
ple in an uncertain economy want 
to be more self-reliant,” he said.

A Type | will accommodate 250 
pounds. It’s rated for heavy-duty 
use and is often used in general 
contracting, building, maintenance 
and dry-walling. 

A Type II ladder will hold up to 
225 pounds safely. It's rated as a 
medium-duty use and is often used 
in light commercial projects, paint- 
ing, cleaning and light regular use. 

Type Ill is rated to hold up to 200 
pounds. This may be the most com- 
mon ladder used by people around 
their homes, Trouble is, for heavier 
people, it may prove to be the most 
dangerous because it’s not rated 
to hold them. 

You should never use a ladder 
rated to cope with less than you 
weigh. Also, if you are going to carry 
tools or a full paint bucket or the like 
while you're on the ladder, you've 
got to figure in those weights also. 

If you don't, you could be limp- 
ing for a long time. 

Another colleague called me re- 
cently and asked what she could 
do to keep her home warm without 
running her furnace at all hours.

Non-combustion dust 


“People tell me they had a puff- 
back from their burner,” Certuse 
said. That can happen, but it is not 
always the cause of a problem. 

Sometimes the stains are inte- 
rior, and not necessarily from the 
heating system itself. 

Dust particles can cling to base- 
board heating fins and then can be 
blown against the wall to form the 
familiar stain that looks like smoke, 

Sometimes this is due to water 
in the radiators getting far too hot 
because the aquastat has failed. 
So, said Certuse, check your 
boiler's aquastat to make sure it is 
working well. If it is not, replace it. 

Most things involving heating 
systems are best done by an ap- 
pliance (furnace, boiler, or burner) 
serviceman, not by the homeowner. 

A cure that the homeowner can 
do is to keep the fins (copper 
squares that fit on the heat pipe to 
boost heat flow) clean with a vac- 
uum, being careful not to bend the 
fins. Clean fins will move less dust. 

For hot air systems, Certuse 
said, keep the ducts clean. Air 
movement picks up a lot of dust 
and can deposit it above the vents. 

When dust gets into the furnace 
and is blown across the heat ex- 
changer, it can carbonize and turn 
black. Then it gets into the supply 
ducts, It looks like soot but it is not. 
Clean the ducts, Certuse said. “I 
think ducts should be cleaned (pro- 
fessionally) once a year.” 

All dust previously mentioned is 
not created by combustion, he said. 

When in doubt, he works with a 
laboratory to distinguish between 
dust (non-combustion) and soot 
(combustion). 


Looking at soot 


Both natural gas and oil produce 
soot, so we are talking about both, 
said Certuse. Soot sometimes re-

“How long since you've cleaned 
or replaced your furnace and air in- 
take filters?” 

Long, silent pause, 

“Probably too long,” she said. 

“Dirty filters can make a furnace 
work a lot harder and cost you a lot 
more money,” | told her. 

To replace your furnace filter, re- 
move the furnace front panel and 
pull out the filter, which should be 
visible and within easy reach, Push 
the new filter into place. 

To replace your air intake filter, 
locate the air intake inside the 
house (it probably will be on a wall 
somewhere and is much larger than 
a vent, and will have a grate in front 
of it). Unscrew the grate, remove 
the filter and either clean it or re- 
place it depending on the filter type. 

All the wise forecasters are pre- 
dicting a long, cold winter this year. 
Stay warm and safe. 


Smoke stains 


sults from an unadjusted flame, 
sometimes from lack of air fed to 
the burner. So, make sure that the 
flame of your oil or gas burner is 
adjusted to the fullest efficiency and 
there is adequate air for the burner. 

Sometimes this is done by open- 
ing a basement window to allow 
more air to the burner, or a pipe is 
strung from outside to the burner. 
This is not always adequate, said 
Certuse, who suggested an engi- 
neered installation. 

So, you have determined that 
the stains are from soot, but why? 
It may be direct discharge of soot. 
The appliance must be airtight to 
maintain combustion. 

Anything that compromises this 
airtightness can cause soot to dis- 
charge where it is not supposed to. 

First, check the appliance. It 
could be a cracked heat exchanger. 
In that case not only is soot being 
produced but so are exhaust fumes, 
which are a hazard to your health 
and need immediate attention. 

Check the cleanout plates of a 
hot air furnace. Sometimes they are 
left off, but the work should be done 
by a serviceman. 

What gets into the house will ac- 
cumulate in a common location 
such as above baseboards, and on 
plastic toys, food containers, and 
other items that attract particles by 
static electricity. 

And when soot gets into the 
basement it will infiltrate into the liv- 
ing quarters. That seems strange, 
but it will happen, and no amount 
of sealing is likely to stop it. 


Three possible cures 


1. Replace cleanout plates left 
off or failed. 

2. Replace cracked heat ex- 
changer. That usually means a new 
furnace. 

3. Check for gasket failure be- 
tween cast-iron boiler sections. With 
such a failure, you can see flames.

But 
stylewise, it just screamed, “col- 
lege dorm room.” 

A subtle refurbishment just 
wouldn't do; this required a major 
redo. Inspiration came in the form 
of a visit to a store carrying Mexi- 
can housewares: Why not paint 
the whole thing in the bright, 
cheery colors used in the folk art 
common to Oaxaca? 

The designs are simple and 
require more patience than artistic 
talent. (If you're nervous, you can 
use stencils.) Best of all, it's an in- 
expensive fix. Small tubes of 
bright acrylic paint, used for detail 
work, can cost less than $1 
apiece at craft stores. For the 
base, check out the cans of mis- 
blended “mistakes” at paint sup- 
ply stores.

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| live in a new housing devel- 
opment and in a recent 
storm with severe winds, some of 
the roof gutters were torn off of 
several of the houses, It was dis- 
covered that the gutters were not 
properly fastened to the roof 
eaves by the original installer. | 
had a gutter installer check the in- 
stallation, and he noted that sev- 
eral of the gutters were not ade- 
quately nailed to the rafter tails. 

My neighbors and | feel that 
the builder is responsible for the 
damage, and that he should cor- 
tect this deficiency. Shouldn't this 
have been picked up by the mu- 
nicipal inspector before the house 
was signed off? What are the 
codes for installing gutters?

Gutters are an important part 

of controlling roof drainage, 
and assist in diverting the col- 
lected water away from the foun- 
dation of a house. Unfortunately, 
there are no specific building 
codes relating to residential roof 
gutters, therefore, they are not 
specifically required as a minimum 
code standard. However, gutters 
are a valuable asset to the overall 
life and performance of a house. 
Once installed, they should be 
able to perform their intended

function, and meet acceptable 
standards for installation. 

Industry standards for gutter 
installation would include proper 
flashing to the edge of the roof 
eave, and adequate nailing or fas- 
tening to secure the gutters in 
place. They should be basically 
straight and provided with the re- 
quired pitch for drainage. The 
body of the gutter must also be 
rigid enough to support the 
weight of a ladder and a person 
leaning against it, to allow for ac- 
cess to the roof and a cleaning of 
the gutters, 

There are two basic types of 
gutters, ones with a flange that 
slips under the roofing felt at the 
edge of the roof eaves, and ones 
without a flange. The flange on the 
gutter allows for a water-tight seal 
between the roof edge and the gut- 
ter, and is most common on gut- 
ters installed today. Gutters can be 
fabricated in many different sizes 
and styles, but the most common 
sizes are gutters that are 3.5 inches 
deep and 6 inches deep. 

Generally, gutters are fastened 
to the ends of the rafter tails. The 
nailing of the gutters can be 
spaced 24, 28, or 60 inches on 
center, depending upon the.type 
and depth of the gutter. The gut- 
ters can be either faced nailed

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with a long galvanized spike 
through the front of the gutter, or 
nailed with an 8d galvanized nail 
through the back side of the gut- 
ter. Nailing the gutter from the 
backside is more common today, 
because the nails are not visible 
from the face. 

If the gutters are nailed from 
the backside, there must be sup- 
port brackets installed in the gut- 
ter to prevent the front side of the 
gutter from collapsing when a 
ladder is leaned against it. These 
support brackets are commonly 
installed every four feet. 

Based upon the information 
you provided, the gutter installa- 
tion in question would not meet 
industry standards for installation, 
and would be considered a con- 
struction defect. A good builder 
would recognize this as a prob- 
lem and have it fixed immediately. 
However, your builder may not re- 
spond in the same way. 

Your best course of action 
when dealing with a builder on 
construction-related issues is to 
put your concerns in writing, and 
accompany them with pho- 
tographs (if appropriate). State 
the problem, the circumstances of 
discovery, and what you expect to 
be done by the builder. If the 
builder fails to respond, or fails to

Gutter installation errors can leave you dripping 


take your concerns seriously, you 
will need to hire the services of an 
industry professional. 

The industry professional 
could be a licensed contractor 
that specializes in gutter installa- 
tion, or a construction consultant 
that specializes in documenting 
defects. These professionals can 
not only provide written docu- 
mentation, they can also assist 
you in addressing the repairs by 
the builder, and ensure that the 
repairs are made correctly. 

Having written documentation 
from a professional will make it 
difficult for the builder to say that 
the complaint is not justified, and 
will require the builder to respond 
in some manner. This documenta- 
tion will also provide a basis for 
any problems that develop with 
the gutters in the future. 

If obtaining the services of a 
professional is not necessary, 
every homeowner experiencing 
problems with their gutters should 
photograph any deficiency that 
they can see and document the 


‘ condition. Then as a group, write 


a letter to the builder expressing 
your concerns, and demand a 
proper installation. You will have 
more power and influence with 
the builder if you respond as a 
group. You may also want to

of the situation, and to share your

Finally, you should get a cou- 
ple of bids from licensed contrac. 
tors for correcting the gutter instal. 
lations. These bids will be the 
basis of determining your financial 
exposure, and they will indicate 
what will be involved in making 
the repairs. If the builder refuses 
to make the repairs, you have a 
responsibility to mitigate your 
damages and your exposure to |j- 
abilities. You can hire the work out 
to a licensed contractor, and then 
seek recovery from the builder.
